“The battle continues ” 
said Marsha Blackwelder, 
who has spearheaded the 
effort to ol^n some mea¬ 
sure of protection for na¬ 
tive trees on private prop¬ 
erty.

for most, the conversation 
hinged on one critical is¬ 
sue: Should the City of Si¬ 
erra Madre regulate trees 
on private property? 

For Blackwelder, the 
question is a no-brainer. “I 
ask you again to protect 
the native trees. This is not 
a simple issue of aesthet¬ 
ics. Voluntary ordinances 
to not work. It’s just one or 
two trees here or there, but 
it’s continual, and the ef¬ 
fect is cumulative...Please 
reconsider your stance.” 

Linda Thornton called 
the discussion “symbolic,” 
and offered that the real 
issue is development. 
“This is not about proper¬ 
ty rights, it’s about profit¬ 
ability rights.” She con¬ 
tended that an underlying 
purpose for the proposed 
ordinance as written was 
to streamline dev«iO|l^, 
ment. "Why do I have tSb 
pay to get my dog li¬ 
censed? It’s my dog. Why 
do I have to put my trash 
cans back? It would be 
iiiore convenient to just 
leave them there,” Thorn¬ 
ton asked, rhetorically 
making the point that oth¬ 
er aspects of private life 
are regulated to some ex¬ 
tent.

hired who was trimming a 
few dead branches on one 
of her trees. The next thing 
she knew, a passerby had 
called the police depart¬ 
ment. An officer showed 
up at her door and told her 
that they were notified that 
she was illegally chopping 
down a tree. 

James Lonborg said, 
"I’m not for the removal of 
trees, but I am for some 
innate homeowners’ 
rights." Bud Switzer add¬ 
ed, “One of the biggest in¬ 
vestments we make is our 
home, and trees are a big 
part of that investment.” 
Switzer noted that he had 
also seen several trees 
planted by residents. 

Warren Dowler recom¬ 
mended a proactive posi¬ 
tive stance on transplanta¬ 
tion of seedlings. The 
Council has supported the 
planting of new trees as a 
mitigation measure when 
trees are removed. 

The education process 
was brought up by Danny 
Osti, who noted, T’ve seen 
more trees die through bad 
cultural practice than 
through intent.” 

Former Tree Commis¬ 
sioner Mark Beirich noted 
that a resident he was 
aware of on Suffolk had 
inadvertently “mangled” 
an oak tree that will never 
be the same. Beirich of¬ 
fered to volunteer to train 
City crew on proper tree 
maintenance, particularly 
for consistency in trim¬ 
ming park trees. 

The Council’s prelimi- 
' nay kfeasr were somewhat 
varied. Councilmember 
Stockly said, “We’ve tak¬ 
en extremes into the situa¬ 
tion, but I don’t see the 
extremes as where the is¬ 
sue lays. People will take 
care of their trees if they 
know how. I really don’t 
think people are itching to 
remove trees.”

of giving us a nightmare 
scenario,” to which Dreher 
responded, “Some experi¬ 
ences I’ve had here have 
led me to believe that 
nightmare scenarios are 
possible.” One of the first 
changes that the Council 
made to the proposed ordi¬ 
nance was to tighten up the 
definition of what consti¬ 
tuted a Tree Expert. 

John May offered one 
of the few voices of com¬ 
promise, saying that he 
was for neither absolute 
property rights, nor over¬ 
protection. “I’m required 
to get a building permit 
when I want to make mi¬ 
nor changes to my proper¬ 
ty. What’s the difference 
here? Ultimately, I think 
the owner should be enti¬ 
tled to make good use of 
his land, but it’s not an 
absolute right” 

There were also several 
speakers who firmly be¬ 
lieved in the rights and 
abilities of property own¬ 
ers to take care of their 
own trees. Stacy Hahn 
said, “I see merits to both 
sides; however. I’m for the 
homeowners’ rights.” She 
brought up a nightmare 
scenario of her own, men¬ 
tioning a gardener she had 



noted that it’s not the resi¬ 
dents whom she’s worried 
about. “It’s not the folks 
who live here. There arc 
people who own properties 
but live out of 
town...Thesc arc the peo¬ 
ple we need protection 
from.” Miller Fisher add¬ 
ed, “1 would like to see the 
sycamores, black walnuts, 
and oaks in the ordinance, 
but there’s not the support 
for that tonight, and I rec¬ 
ognize that. I’m sorry to 
see that.” Miller Fisher, 
however, was in for a sur¬ 
prise. 

Mayor Pro Tern Doyle 
said, “I favor more regula¬ 
tion, I think, than Council¬ 
man Stockly does. That’s 
not a majority position, 
and I see no point in push¬ 
ing it. Ultimately, it’s 
about protecting the habi¬ 
tat of our native species.” 

The public hearing went 
late, and out of courtesy to 
those in the audience for 
other issues, after the pub¬ 
lic had spoken, it was put 
back to the end of the 
meeting. While the Coun¬ 
cil had little difficulty iron¬ 
ing out matters such as 
what constitutes a ‘Tree 
Expert.” the issue of con¬ 
tention centered around to 
what extent, if any, private 
property trees should be 
regulated. 

A proposal to allow 
some regulation was put to 
a vote. The proposal was to 
require a permit for the re¬ 
moval of four species of 
trees (black walnut, coast 
live oak, Englemann oak, 
and sycamore) if the re¬ 
moval was tied into con¬ 
struction. ‘Construction,’ 
another term under conten¬ 
tion, was proposed to be 
any project which required 
a permit, despite the objec¬ 
tions of Mayor Doug 
Hayes, who wanted the 
definition to refer to in¬ 
creases in living space, as 
opposed to, for instance, 
the construction of a block 


wall. 

In the wee hours of the 
morning, that vote ended 
in a 2-2 tic. with Coun¬ 
cilmember Rob Stockly, 
who had not yet made up 
his mind, abstaining. After 
further discussion, a sec¬ 
ond vote was taken, and 
Stockly had made up his 
mind; he agreed with 
Councilmember Kris Mill¬ 
er Fisher and Mayor Pro 
Tern Bart Doyle to regu¬ 
late the aforementioned 
species of trees with re¬ 
spect to construction. 
Mayor Doug Hayes and 
Councilmember Glenn 
Lambdin dissented. 

Lambdin stated after the 
meeting. “Doug and 1 felt 
that we made a commit¬ 
ment to the community not 
to regulate to that extent.” 
Hayes, however, noted 
that had the ‘construction’ 
definition been limited to 
living space increases, he 
would have voted with the 
majority. “That was the 
only part I had a major 
problem with. The rest of 
it I think went well,” said 
Hayes. 

Mayor Pro Tern Doyle 
called the ordinance as 
passed “A good compro¬ 
mise,” adding, ‘There are 
just a few trees that we feel 
are important that we want 
to protect. We’re not going 
to be sending the tree po¬ 
lice to everyone’s house. 1 
like where we ended up.” 
Doyle added that the ordi¬ 
nance as passed was con¬ 
sistent with CEQA guide¬ 
lines, and was easy ta UA' 
derstand, as it tied in to hn 
obvious trigger mecha¬ 
nism - the obtaining of a 
construction permit. 

The proposed ordi¬ 
nance still has to do some¬ 
thing that previous incar¬ 
nations have found very 
difficult...pass a second 
reading. It will be brought 
back at a future Council 
meeting for second read¬ 
ing and adoption.

Well, we in the media 
had the inside word about 
the 19th annual Hall of 
Fame game. The game 
features the most talented 
local high school football 
players from La Canada to 
Claremont in an all-star 
showcase that usually lives 
up to the hype, as it did last 
year, in the West’s 8-7 
thrilling victory. This year, 
however, all of the ‘ex¬ 
perts’ agreed that there 
wasn’t much reason to 
even hold the game. They 
predictions were dire, and 
it was generally agreed 
that the East were 21 -point 
favorites. The West, which 
included players from 
Arcadia, Pasadena, and La 
Salle high schools, were 
simply outsized, outskilled 
and outmanned. To top it 
off, two of the West’s three 
quarterbacks would not be 
available for the game. 

We expected a rout, and 
we got one. We just didn’t 
get the rout that we ex¬ 
pected. Instead, it was the 
highly regarded East team 
that got outworked, 
'outpl^ayed, .^r-nand'' 
yes...outsmarted. Local 
players from the three 
aforementioned schools 
led the West to a 26-3 
blowout, the largest mar¬ 
gin of victory in the history 
of the Hall of Fame Game, 
led by Arcadia High 
School’s Blair Lewis, 
whose three touchdowns 
made him an easy choice 
for MVP. 

The game started out as

anticipated: The East re¬ 
ceived the opening kickoff 
and proceeded to ram the 
football down the West’s 
throat, dnving from their 
own 27 yardline to inside 
the West 10. The West de¬ 
fense made a stand, how¬ 
ever, with La Canada’s 
Phil Reed sacking the East 
quarterback, then Duarte’s 
Hector Diaz coming up 
with a fumble to give the 
West th^ir first possession. 
'Wft Ittook the West exactly 
three plays to break the 
news to the East about this 
game was going to go. On 
second and 20 from the 
West 32 yard line, 
Arcadia’s Blair Lewis took 
a handoff and raced up the 
left sideline for a 68 yard 
touchdown, making it 6-0, 
West, with 5:37 remaining 
in the first quarter. “I knew 
I broke it when I shook 
number 6 and he ended up 


on the ground,” said a ju¬ 
bilant Lewis. When asked 
if he was having fun, 
Lewis responded, “Oh 
yeah.” . 

Then the defense got 
tough. Led by Arcadia’s 
Chuck Leonardis, who 
was in on countless tack¬ 
les, and La Salle’s David 
Taylor, they forced the 
first of several East punts, 
giving up just three yards 
in three plays. Arcadia’s 
Andre.w Policky and La 
Salle’s John Wickhem 
also contributed to a com¬ 
plete defensive shutdown 
of the East San Gabriel 
Valley’s best players. 

The West took over at 
their own 19 and drove to 
the East 45 before their 
drive stalled...or did it? On 
4th and nine, the call was 
for a fake punt, which went 
to Division XI (or is it 
XII?!) La Salle’s David 


Taylor. Taylor promptly 
busted the play loose for a 
32 yard gain and a first 
down. When asked if La 
Salle’s straightforward 
single-wing coach Lew 
Stueck had ever called for 
a fake punt, Taylor, a man 
of few words, replied, 
“Nope.” 

The aftermath of the 
fake punt was predictable: 
The East was demoralized, 
and four plays later, it was 
Blair Lewis taking a pitch 
and running the ball into 
the end zone for his second 
touchdown in less than 14 
minutes, as the West went 
up, 12-0. 

They were Pacific 
League rivals, but 
Arcadia’s Chuck 
Leonardis and Pasadena’s 
Taywan Gholar played 
well together in this game.

Ramsey did notice that there were always several 
Mercedes Benzes around the Jeudy/Mendez residence, 
including a new 560 SL. 

The APD’s investigation led to the issuance of a search 
warrant. Winter reports that Jeudy and Mendez did the 
same thing for other vehicles, many of which, like the 
money, had ended up in Europe. On Monday, the APD 
seized a vehicle that had been bound for Europe. The 
search warrant was served at the residence on Orange, 
which led to the recovery of additional evidence, as well 
as the arrest of Mendez. Both have been booked on con¬ 
spiracy, suspicious of grant theft, and possession and 
manufacture of false financial documents, and were ar- 
' raigned yesterday at^Santa Anita MunidipalCouit.They 
are facing multiple felony counts, and bail was set at $2.0 
million each when they were taken into custody. 

“We recovered one Mercedes at the house, another at 
a dealership in Pasadena awaiting service, and we are 
looking for othm,” Winter said. The joint investigation 
is continuing, and so far police have uncovered numer¬ 
ous records from all over Southern California. Evidence 
recovered the residence strongly suggested that Jeudy 
and Mendez intended to leave the country this week, hav¬ 
ing gotten away with the scam numerous times before. 
Apparently, one last shot for some extra traveling money 
went awry. “He was very, very good at what he did,” 
Winter said. “He just got a little greedy, I think.” 


Arcadia City Coundl CRA101- 

A 9iort Course

The extent of most 
people’s knowledge of the 
CRA is that it stands for 
Community Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency. That’s if 
they know anything at all 
about it. This confusion is 
not that hard to under¬ 
stand, when you consider 
Director of Economic De¬ 
velopment Pete Kinnahan 
who jokes, “A lot of the 
time. I’m not sure what it 
is, myself.” Yes, Kinnahan 
is joking. Actually, the 
vast majority of 
Kinnahan’s time is spent 
working on CRA projects. 

So, what is the CRA all 
about, and why does the 
City Council stop a meet¬ 
ing, convene as the CRA 
with the same members, 
then go back to being the 
City Council? The City 
Councilmembers are the 
members of the Commu¬ 
nity Redevelopment 
Agency; they’re just wear¬ 
ing other hats. The con¬ 
vening and reconvening is 
to formalize the distinction 
between their work on re¬ 
development projects and 


their work as 
councilmembers. 

It was in the early 
1950’s that the State of 
California adopted a Con¬ 
stitutional article to pro¬ 
vide for the formation of 
Community Redevelop¬ 
ment Agencies. The basic 
idea was, cities who chose 
to improve “redevelop¬ 
ment areas” through fol¬ 
lowing specific steps 
would be allowed to take 
advantage of the extra rev¬ 
enue generated. “It’s a 
very pure form of local 
government,” explains 
Kinnahan. 

Property tax gets 
chopped up and distributed 
to many different jurisdic¬ 
tions. If a piece of 
property’s value goes up 
such that it generates an 
extra $1,000, the vast ma¬ 
jority of that money will 
not stay with the local gov¬ 
ernment. However, if that 
piece of property is in a 
Redevelopment Area, the 
redevelopment agency 
will receive all of the addi¬ 
tional tax revenue money 
(called the ‘tax incre¬ 
ment’) above the baseline 


year in which the Redevel¬ 
opment Area was formed. 

In the specific case of 
Arcadia, the Community 
Redevelopment Agency 
was formed in 1968. Why 
so long after the California 
Constitution changed? In 
the early days, cities were 
leery of thecon<%pt of the 
Community Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency. Essentially, 
cities are gambling that the 
increase in property value 
will raise enough revenue 
to justify the expense in the 
first place, which requires 
feasibility studies and pro¬ 
jections which were hard 
to estimate in the 50’s and 
60’s, before there were test 
cases. By the 1970’s, how¬ 
ever, cities were con¬ 
vinced that there were ben¬ 
efits to be derived, and 
many jumped on the CRA 
bandwagon. 

In 1974, a Redevelop¬ 
ment Area had been iden¬ 
tified. One major aspect of 
a Redevelopment Area is 
the existence of blight, 
which Redevelopment law 
calls “a serious and grow¬ 
ing menace.” Physical 
components originally 


identified include substan¬ 
dard and obsolete or out¬ 
moded conunercial, indus¬ 
trial, and residential struc¬ 
tures, strip zoning prac¬ 
tices and faulty planning, 
vacant and unused proper¬ 
ties, and more. The mis¬ 
sion of the CRA is to fix 
these problems, thereby- 
generating tax increment. 

By law, the CRA must 
remain in debt. To begin 
with, that debt must be es¬ 
tablished, and the easiest 
way to do that is for the 
CRA to borrow money 
from the City. Money that 
comes into the City has 
only two possible uses: It 
can be used for CRA 
projects or expenses, or it 
can be used to pay back the 
debt that the CRA carries. 
No other uses are permit¬ 
ted. As time has gone on, 
redevelopment law has 
become more and more 
strict, according to 
Kinnahan. Changes to the 
project area and proposals 
must be very specific, and 
the CRA must operate un¬ 
der 5-year implementation 
plans, which need to be 
updated. 20% of the tax 


increment money that 
comes to the CRA must be 
used for low-moderate in¬ 
come housing; failure to 
meet that 20% require¬ 
ment results in stiff finan¬ 
cial penalties. Projects can 
vary, from Arcadia’s fa¬ 
cade improvement pro¬ 
gram, which provides 
matching funds and loans 
to business owners in the 
project area who want to 
improve their businesses, 
to financial incentives to 
developers considering 
bringing in projects that 
the CRA deems as favor¬ 
able to the City. 

While CRA’s have their 
detractors, who question 
the expenditure of City 
money on business 
projects perhaps better left 
to the private sector, the 
possible benefits are clear. 
Says Arcadia Mayor Gary 
Kovacic, “If property val¬ 
ues go up in the Redevel¬ 
opment Area, we keep all 
of the money generated 
over and above our 
baseline year. If they go up 
and we didn’t have a CRA, 
we wouldn’t keep any¬ 
where near most of the 


money generated.” 

With April’s new City 
Council came a new Com¬ 
munity Redevelopment 
Agency, and there will be 
a study session on August 
18th to determine if the 
CRA projects being pur¬ 
sued which were consis¬ 
tent with the former 
CRA’s wishes are also 
consistent with the new 
CRA’s ideas. As vacatKies 
in town become filled, the 
nature of the CRA 
changes. “We’re what 
you’d call a built-out com¬ 
munity,^ says Kinnahan. 
“Most of the larger proper¬ 
ties are taken or in escrow, 
but there are still smaller 
properties available, and 
we’re constantly trying to 
improve the conditions of 
the existing businesses.”

Health officials remind you to protect yourself from 
illnesses such as dehydration, sunburn, heat exhaustion 
and heat stroke during hot summer months. 

“People sometimes forget they can’t keep up their 
usual routines when they are exposed to the brunt of 
summer heat,” says Dr. Jonathan Fielding, Director of 
Public Health and Health Officer of Los Angeles 
County. “When temperatures climb, you should take 
simple preventative measures.” 

Fielding give the following recommendations: 

1. Drink plenty of fluids. 

2. Avoid unnecessary exertion if you are outside or 
in a non-air-conditioned building. 

3. Avoid unnecessary sun exposure. 

4. When exposure to direct sunlight is necessary, 
wear a head covering, preferably a hat with a wide brim. 

5. Use sunscreen lotion on exposed skin. 

6. Eat smaller meals. 

7. Avoid alcohol. 

8. Wear loose-fitting clothes. 

9. If you take daily medications ask your physician 
if you need to make any modification when exposed to 
high temperature. 

10. Never leave infants, children, elderly people or 
animals unattended in close cars or other vehicles, be¬ 
cause heat buildup exceeds tolerance levels very quickly. 
The result can be serious illness or death. 

Heat exhaustion results from excessive sweating, 
which causes loss of body fluids. Common symptoms 
are profuse sweating; weakness; dizziness; headache; 
nausea; dim or blurred vision; cold, damp skin; extreme 
tiredness; and feeling of apprehension. If you experi¬ 
ence them, drink liquids such as soft drinks, fruit juices 
and water and lie flat with your head down. If you are 
exercising in heat, drink plenty of these fluids to help 
prevent heat exhaustion. 

Heat stroke occurs when the body is unable to shed 
heat and the body temperature rises above normal. You 
feel as if you are “burning up” and your skin feels hot 
and dry. You may experience a headache, weakness and 
sudden loss of consciousness. Treat this condition as an
